BEER AND PROHIBITION. 
The argument that ‘‘the workingman must have his 
beer' 'has been rather overdone by the so-called liberals. 
Beer has never been so characteristically an adjunct 
of manual labor in the United States as it has been in 
England. 
It is doubtful whether half the workmen 
in America have been accustomed to drinking beer, even 
when they had free access to it. In the dry states and 
in the dry communities of wet states the workmen have 
seldom, formed a distinct group in opposition to prohi­ 
bition. 
They have generally cast their votes as indi­ 
viduals in behalf of prohibition pretty much in the same 
proportion as their fellow-citizens. 
Nevertheless the stand taken by the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor on this subject calls for thoughtful 
consideration. 
The Federation has nothing to say in 
favor of whiskey and other strong liquors, but by a 
big majority it has spoken in favor of tolerance for 
beer and light wines. 
There is little prospect of this appeal being heeded 
by the present congress. 
It may be doubted whether 
a future congress will heed it. The prohibition act ♦ap­ 
parently is destined to go into full effect July I, and the 
federal prohibition amendment will clinch the matter 
early next year. 
There is a question, however, as to the precise' 
alcoholic content premissible in malt liquors under a 
prohibition regime. 
Many authorities and many con-! 
smilers are strongly urging the claims of 2 3-4 per cent 
beer, on the ground that it is not intoxicating in the5 
usual sense of the word. 
Samuel Gompers has urged 
this in behalf of the Federation of Labor, and it is 
quite possible that laboring men in general would be 
satisfied with it as a substitute for the somewhat 
stronger beer sold heretofore. It will be necessary, be-J 
fore king, to have a supreme court ruling on the sub-; 
ject. 
If that tribunal decides against beer of even this 
strength, there will naturally be considerable discontent 
for a while among beer-drinkers. 
The deprivation 
might as well be borne philosophically, however. Beer,; 
in any case, is not a matter of life and death. 
And j 
from a purely disinterested standpoint, there is much 
to be said in favor of a genuine test of prohibition for 
a while without even the alleviation of beer and light! 
wines. 
After two or three or four years of it, the nation 
can make up its mind far more intelligently as to wheth­ 
er complete prohibition is a good thing. If, then, it ap­ 
pears desirable to modify the alcoholic drouth by the 
use of mild wines and malt liquors,* the nation can go 
about the matter intelligently, changing the amendment 
and creating a new ,reformed liquor traffic free from 
the evils of the old.

A VERDICT ON THE LEAGUE. 
The Saturday Evening Post, a non-partisan publi­ 
cation which generally represents pretty well the domi­ 
nant opinion of intelligent Americans, finds fault 
with 
the League of Nations not because it sets up so strong 
an international organization, but because by compro­ 
mise in the course of negotiations it has lost some of 
the strength expected of it. 
Nevertheless the Post declares in favor of the cove­ 
nant, saying: 
“The League of Nations, compromised at points 
though it is, is still the only practicable step toward 
assured peace. 
The pull of conditions will strengthen 
it. 
We take half a loaf, and shall presently get the 
other half.” 
---------------------o--------------------- 
OUT DOOR CHURCHES. 
The difficult .problem of getting people to go to 
church in hot weather has been tackled in a new way 
by a group of Cleveland ministers. 
Recognizing that 
most people prefer to be out in the open air Sunday 
morning rather than in a hot stuffy building, they 
have taken church outdoors. 
Twelve churches have combined in a service which 
is held in one of the parks. The park benches serve as 
pews. There i§ plenty of shade, and usually a breeze. 
One of the most interesting phases of this rather infor­ 
mal service is that there is always a fringe of men on 
the outskirts of the main body of worshippers, lying 
comfortably on the grass and smoking their pipes or 
cigars. The pastors, while not encouraging the use of 
tobacco by those seated on the benches, make no objec­ 
tion to the others smoking. 
It doesn’t seem to argue unqualified success when it 
takes twelve churches to assemble one fair sized con­ 
gregation, with all the attraction of outdoors and smok­ 
ing privileges. Still, it seems like the foundation of a 
good plan, which may in time prove genuinely success-
